He with another Atlanta doctor were summoned back 
today. 


Early today Frank was restless, his temperature continued to 


rise and at about daylight he was delirious at brief intervals. The 
emperature reached the highest shortly before 8 o'clock and then 
legan to drop. It was a fraction over 105.

Dr. Oompton, the prison physician, was not so alarmed over 


;he turn of the night as were the other attendants. He stated to- 
day that some fever was to be expected and thai the swollen neck 
was not necessarily within itself an exceedingly dangerous sign. 
Blood poisoning is most feared. The stitches seem to be holding. 


William Creen, Frank's assailant, still refused to talk today. 


He is kept in solitary confinement. Some of the guards today recall. 
ed he had expressed a feeling of animosty toward Frank before the 
latter was brought to the prison. 


Dr. W. J. McNaughton, a convict, was near Frank when he 


vas attacked. McNaughton, like Frank, was saved from the gal- 
lows by a commutation of sentence from Governor Slaton 
who 


saved Frank's life in the same manner. Dr. Rosenberg today gave 
Dr. McNaughton full credit for saving Frank's life.

work in making.a ligature of the ends of the ends of the jugular 
veins stopped the flow of the blood. Dr. Rosenberg also said that 
the muscles in Frank's neck were badly cut and if he lives he al- 
ways will have a stiff neck.

Among Oriental monarchs none maintain such gorgeous court-s 


as those little,known sovereigns the Susushan of Solo and 
tho 


Sultan of Djokja,. Java's-two.remaining 
native rulers. 
• Sur- 


rounded by hordes of strangely-uniformed retainers, consisting of 
loldiers, musicians, singers, dancers, and'"b^earerB~"6f fan arid nm- 
)rella, pipe and betel-box, tha courts of these rulers present an ex- 
raordihary spectacle that recalls a comic opera1. . on a 
colossal 


icale. 


The monarchs referred to only rule in name, for the whole of 


he island of Java is in possession of the Dutch and is entirely gov- 
rned by them. Indeed ,these native kings are virtually political 
irisoncrs in their own extensive palace grounds, for the}- .are not 
veil allowed to receive visitors or to undertake- a journey with- 
out the consent of the Dutch Resident. Nevertheless, they wield 
onsiderable influence and maintain their courts with all the bar- 
laric splendor of mediaeval days, jealously observing customs that 
la^c back five hundred years and more. . 
' 


Surakarta' and Dokjakarta, more commonly called 
Solo and 


>jokja where these courts arc situated, are the capitals o£ the two 
fiddle .States of. Jaya. 
Th,-> rulers of these provinces were the 


ast to yield to the-ovcrsea usurpers, and as.tributary princes i-n- 
oying a "protected and controlled independence," ..accept an 
'advisory elder brother," in the person 
of a' iDuteh Resident, 


vho sits at their sovereign elbows and by "suggestions" rules 
tieir territorities for the greater good of the 
natives 
and 
the 


lutch exchequer. All the region around Djokja and Solo is elas- 
ic ground, and the oldest Javanese myths and legends, the earliest 
raditions of native life, have their locale, hereabouts. 
As a resuU, 


1jokja:. and Solo have .'been the least affected 'by contact 
with 


Vestcrn methods, and here Javanese life has remained virtually 
nchanged. 


It is said of the Sultan of Djokja that he has nine hundred 


nd ninety-nine wives, one hundred and fifty state carriages, a stud 
f huge Burmese elephants, and a hundred fighting cocks.. This, 
f course, is an exaggeration, though it is true that he has many 
Tives, a host'of carriages, some elephants, and a number of fighting 
ocks. By ancient Javanese ,law, which the Sultan rigorously fol- 
ows, he has one chief lady consort, known as the Ratu,- or Sultana, 
nd eight legal wives of the first rank. In addition' to these there 
re twenty-four wives, of the second rank, and another 
twenty 


oung girls who may be 'described as aspiring wives. The total 
umber of his female servants is one hundred 
and 
twenty-five., 


Vhen they are on duty, as On all festive occasions, they wear the 
knife of service"—the kris, or native dagger—in the sid'i of 
icir belts. Their dress on such occasions, too, is 
indicative 
of 


leir position, the wives of the first rank being gowned in the most 
orgcoiis of silks and satins and covered in jewels and diamonds.
